Van  Loon 
is  comparable  to  H.  G.  Wells,  dif- 
fering only  from  this  resourceful 
Britisher  in  that  he  has  a  better 
knowledge  of  his  subject  and  a  more 
refreshing  style.  Underlying  the 
educative  theme  of  Van  Loon's 
work,  is  a  delicate  strain  of  humor 


which  greatly  enhances  this  ro- 
mance. 

The  book  first  treats  with  primi- 
tive man,  who  in  his  genesis  gropes 
blindly  thru  the  ages  for  a  ray  of 
light.  The  history  of  this  struggle 
down  to  the  present  day,  and  the 
successes  and  failures  encountered 
in  man's  evolution  are  vividly  pic- 
tured by  this  prince  of  romantic 
historians. 

We  are  especially  mindful  of 
Van  Loon's  artistic  abilities  when 
reading  the  accounts  of  the  Dark 
Ages,  during  which  time  supersti- 
tion and  bigotry  were  so  prevalent. 

In  these  chapters  Van  Loon 
shows  himself  to  be  a  master  of  sat- 
irical humor,  as  well  as  a  master  of 
romantic  history. 

One  who  is  striving  for  knowl- 
edge, and  not  particularly  studious, 
will  do  well  to  peruse  Hendrik  Van 
Loon's  latest  admirable  achieve- 
ment.

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HORTICULTURE 


The  Horticulture  Department,  un- 
der the  supervision  of  Mr.  Purmell 
is  doing  very  nicely. 

All  the  orchards  are  now  pruned, 
and  during  the  holidays  we  expect 
to  apply  a  dormant  spray  of  Lime 
and  Sulphur.  With  the  new  6  H.  P. 
sprayer,  which  we  just  received,  it 
should  not  take  more  than  a  week 
to  cover  everything. 

The  apple  and  peach  orchards 
are  comparatively  free  from  dis- 
eases and  insects,  but  at  No.  7,  there 
is  quite  a  bit  of  Oyster  Shell  Scale 
and  San  Jose  Scale.  Regardless  of 
this  we  expect  quite  a  crop  of  Stay- 
men  Winesaps  from  these  trees.  No. 
3  orchard,  which  has  been  rejuven- 
ated, is  expected  to  bear  heavily 
also. 

The  small  peach  orchard  will 
come  into  bearing  for  the  first  time 
this  year,  but  will  not  produce  much 
fruit. 


The  Landscape  Department  has 
received  a  shipment  of  shrubs  and 
trees  which  will  go  into  the  further 
landscaping  of  the  buildings  on  the 
campus. 

The  small  fruits  are  doing  very 
nicely.  All  of  the  grapes  have  been 
pruned,  also  some  of  the  berries. 
Mr.  Purmell  expects  to  have  one  or 
two  more  strawberry  beds  put  in  to 
supply  the  constant  demand. 

The  new  storage  building  has 
been  a  great  asset  to  this  depart- 
ment. Here  we  have  kept  an 
abundance  of  fruits  and  vegetables 
with  which  we  have  been  supplying 
the  kitchen  since  last  fall. 

Our  apples,  mostly  York  Imperi- 
als, are  selling  very  rapidly  now 
and  are  commanding  a  fairly  high 
price. 

The  Seniors  of  the  Horticulture 
Department  are  working  hard  to 
m_ake  this  the  best  department  in 
the  school.

POULTRY 


The  entire  plant  of  five  houses 
contains  1500  hens  and  eighty 
roosters.  The  hens  have  an  average 
egg  production  of  40 /f,  v^hich  is 
fairly  good  for  this  time  of  the  year. 

Of  these  hens,  the  seven  hundred 
best,  which  are  used  for  breeding, 
yield  daily  from  250  to  275  eggs, 
which  are  sent  to  the  incubators  for 
hatching. 

The  work  going  on  now  is  merely 
fixing  up  the  pens  and  getting  the 
colony  houses  ready  for  the  young 
chicks. 


Very  few  birds  died  during  the 
winter.  The  majority  of  deaths 
were  caused  by  heavy  laying  birds 
forcing  out  their  vital  organs. 

The  poultry  house  at  the  Main 
Barn  contains  150  pullets.  They 
are  making  a  very  vigorous  growth 
and  producing  a  number  of  eggs. 
These,  in  conjunction  with  the  other 
birds  at  the  main  plant,  show  all  in- 
dications of  making  this  a  good  egg 
prducing  year.

Incubation 

Due  to  the  fact  that  there  was  a 
shortage  of  coal,  the  incubator 
started  a  little  late  this  year.  For 
a  while  the  machines  were  running 
on  Holland  Bricquets,  which  are  not 
the  best  for  incubator  stoves  be- 
cause of  the  excessive  smoke  arising 
from  them. 

The  Hall  machine,  operated  by 
Schwartz  produced  the  first  hatch 
of  55  7( ,  which  is  considered  very 
good.  These  chicks  are  the  Tan- 
cred  strain  of  the  Single  Comb 
White  Leghorns. 

The  Newtown  machine,  operated 
by  Katz,  which  has  a  capacity  of 
3,600  eggs,  produced  a  poor  hatch. 
This  was  probably  caused  by  the 
eggs  being  kept  too  long  prior  to 
incubation,  or  it  may  have  been 
caused  by  collecting  eggs  from 
breeders  who  were  forced  too 
much. 

The  incubators  are  now  running 
at  full  capacity  and  with  proper 
conditions,  we  will  have  a  success- 
ful season.

The  Brooders 

The  brooding  season  started 
when  Schwartz,  who  is  in  charge  of 
the  Hall  incubating  machine,  turned 
over  to  us  875  chicks.  These  Jones 
strain  S.  C.  White  Leghorn  chicks 
are  expected  to  strengthen  our 
breeding  stock. 

The  mortality  has  been  quite  low 
as  compared  to  other  years.  The 
onlj^  chick  disease  that  has  found  its 
way  into  the  flock  is  the  dangerous 
Bacillary  White  Diarrhea.  As  there 
are  very  few  cases,  those  afflicted 
with  the  disease  are  immediately 
killed  so  as  not  to  endanger  the  rest 
of  the  flock. 

With  the  best  of  care  and  good 
feeding,  the  chicks  are  growing 
rapidly  and  look  very  healthy. 

We  expect  to  fill  the  brooder  to 
its  capacity  in  a  short  time  and  keep 
going  'till  the  end  of  the  season.

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FLORICULTURE 

The  greenhouses  are  all  in  good 
condition,  with  all  available  space 
being  used  for  flowers. 

We  expect  to  cut  during  Easter 
week  15,000  sweet  peas,  10,000  car- 
nations and  about  10,000  snap 
dragons  besides  the  calendulas, 
freizias  and  calla  lilies. 

Insects  and  diseases  are  not  af- 
fecting the  plants  very  much.  These 
are  being  controlled  by  syringing 
and  spraying. 

We  bought  9,000  Mum  cuttings 
and  4,000  geraniums.  The  latter  will 
bloom  for  Decoration  Day. 

A  new  sterilization  bed  has  been 
put  in  the  potting  room.  This  will 
sterilize  the  soil  so  that  insects  and 
diseases  will  be  eradicated,  making 
for  a  soil  free  from  undesirable 
characteristics. 

We  have  also  started  some  vege- 
tables for  the  Horticulture  Depart- 
ment, which  will  be  planted  in  the 
gardens  in  the  spring. 

We  are  very  busy  and  with  the 
crops  we  are  now  getting  as  a 
starter,  we  should  have  a  very  suc- 
cessful season.

My  dear  Dr.  Ostrolenk: — 

As  I  have  written  you  previously, 
we  (my  brother  and  I)  are  the  own- 
ers of  several  thousand  acres  of  fer- 
tile farm  land  in  the  State  of  Kan- 
sas and  have  all  of  this  lying  in  one 
body.  We  have  been  engaged  in 
farming  and  live  stock  raising  for 
many  years  and  have  made  a  suc- 
cess of  our  work.  The  writer  has 
studied  the  situation  that  has  con- 
fronted the  farmers  and  has  come 
to  the  conclusion,  after  much 
thought  and  experience,  that  the 
results  obtained  by  individual 
farmers  have  not  been  as  satisfac- 
tory as  they  could  be  made  to  be. 
The  prime  reason  in  my  opinion  is 
that  an  individual  farmer  does  not 
raise  enough  of  one  thing  to  make 
himself  a  factor  in  the  market,  and 
I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that 
it  will  be  necessary  in  order  to 
achieve  the  best  results  to  create  a 
mass  production  and  marketing 
plan. 

I  want  to  start  this  project  with 
approximately  forty  farmers  and  to 
equip  each  one  with  the  following 
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livestock:  one  to  two  thousand 
thickens,  ten  to  twelve  milk  cows, 
eight  brood  sows,  and  four  or  five 
brood  mares,  all  stock  to  be  pure- 
bred. A  civic  center  is  to  be  estab- 
lished on  the  place  consisting  of  a 
store,  packing  plant,  church,  and 
amusement  hall ;  all  products  of  the 
group  to  be  marketed  through  the 
store,  all  supplies  to  be  purchased 
through  the  store ;  each  member  of 
the  group  to  receive  a  small  salary 
until  his  production  has  reached  a 
point  where  he  will  be  self-sustain- 
ing. Each  member  of  the  group  is 
to  subscribe  to  an  amount  sufficient 
to  take  care  of  his  unit,  and  should 
have  some  money  to  pay  on  his  cer- 
tificate of  stock.  The  balance  of  his 
indebtedness  to  the  Company  is  to 
be  carried  for  him  at  a  very  reas- 
onable rate  of  interest,  he  to  be 
given  credit  for  every  dollar  of  his 
product  that  is  taken  to  the  store 
and  be  charged  with  everything  he 
gets  from  the  store.

All  products  of  our  Com- 
pany are  to  be  sold  under  a  regis- 
tered trademark  in  markets  where 
good  prices  are  obtained  for  the 
best  products. 

A  membership  in  this  organiza- 
tion will  be  probably  the  best  money 
maker  that  any  young  man  can  en- 
gage in  who  is  equipped  to  become 
a  member.  We  want  only  men  of 
character  who  are  ambitious  to 
make  a  financial  success  of  their 
undertaking,  and  only  men  who 
will  be  a  credit  to  our  people. 

The  funds  to  put  up  the  various 


buildings  for  members  and  the  civic 
center  and  the  property  will  be  fur- 
nished by  men  who  are  anxious  to 
see  our  people  make  a  success  of 
agriculture,  but  it  is  not  the  inten- 
tion to  make  a  philanthropic  or 
charitable  enterprise  of  this,  but  to 
make  it  possible  for  graduates  of 
the  Farm  School  to  demonstrate 
that  our  people  are  adapted  to  the 
soil  and  to  make  every  member  a 
comfortable  living  and  a  good  profit 
to  which  he  is  entitled.
